an employe of 
the 
court had beèn discharged for political 
reasons; and if the complaint, upon 
investigation,

ager, or other, offici v or employe of the 
court having anything to do with dis- 
charging or threatening to dischatge

The foundation

Gold is not, as the gold advocates 
claim, an undevlating measure of val- 
ues. On the contrary, it is a deviating 
measure. Nothing is more certain than 
that silver is the steadier and more 
honest measure of the two. It keeps 
pace more truly in its movements with 
the market values of the world; and 
these market values, derived from the 
labor that produces them, are the real 
criterion of measurements always and 
everywhere. Oa the other hand, gold 
climbs up the column higher and high- 
er under conditions to which it is more 
sensitive than silver. 


If any one economic truth is demon- 
strable it is the sensitiveness of gold in 
the market. The comparative steadi- 
ness of gold in its production is admit- 
ted; that is, the supply of gold is com- 
paratively an undeviating element of 
value; but the demand for gold ia one 
of the most variable forces in the 
markets of the world. The effects of 
this varying demand are intensified by 
the relatively small quantity of existing 
gold—to the degree that the resulting 
fluctuations in the price are among the 


most striking phenomena ever wit- 
nessed in the marts of commerce. 


Time was when under the conspiracy 
of two men commercial gold in the 
United States was 
cornered more 
completely than 
ever 
wheat 
was 
cornered in the 
Chicago pit. 
In 
September, of 1869, Jay Gould and 
James Fisk, jr., with the aid of their 
brokers and a few other subordinates, 
drove 
gold 
into 
a 
corner, 
and 
in 
the 
course 
of 
a 
fortnight 
forced the price of "the undeviating 
standard" from 130 to 165 cents on the 
dollar. 
On the 24th of the month 
(memorable as Black 
Friday) 
the 
corner was broken by the action of the 
government of the United States; the 
treasury was opened, and a stream of 
government gold was poured on the 
heads of the conspirators until they 
fled from the scene of their glory. 
As 
they went out of the gold room the 
index hand on the gold clock went 
backwards, 
and 
"the 
undeviating 
standard" fell 30 per cent, in twenty- 
live minutes. 
No such other memor- 
able collapse in the price of a great 
commodity was ever witnessed under 
the sun, and it proved conclusively 
that gold is not an undeviating meas- 
ure of value for money.

On Aoooant of HU Wife He Shot 
Treacher Two Slenths Ago. 


Col. John Hallum, who shot R«T. W. 
A. Forbes, a well-known Baptist di- 
vine . at Texarkania. two months ago, 
has filed a suit for divorce. He claims 
to have been a citizen of Pulaski coun- 
ty for six months past. He and the 
defendant, Mrs. Mattie Hallum, were 
married at Washington, D. C., March 
6. 1869. 


There are no sensational allegations 
in the bill of complaint. The plaintiff 
toys that he and his wife have not 
lived together sin'ce July. 11, 1895. He 
alleges that her affection for him has 
been fatally estranged and that she 
treats him with "unmerited rudeness, 
reproach and contempt, studies neglect 
and Wen insults, so as to make his 
condition intolerable." He alleges that 
she left him and took up her residence 
with her son-in-law.

sketches, write verses or read books 
of travel. One day a book—"The Tour- 
ist," by G. P. Putnam—fell into his 
hands, and he conceived the desire to 
actually see the cities and the coun- 
tries described by the writer. He con- 
fided his intention to a few friends, 
who encouraged him. 
His employer 
released him from his apprenticeship, 
and a number of publishers raised $140 
to start him out. The fruit of that trip 
was his well-known 
book. "Views 
Afoot; or, Europe Seen With Knap- 
sack and Staff." 


In 1846 Taylor became a newspaper 
man. 
He engaged with Frederick E. 
Foster in the publication of the Phoe- 
nixville Pioneer. 
In 184S he joined the 
editorial staff of the New York Trib- 
une. 
In 1850 lie married his boyhood's 
love.,Mary Agnew. 
She lived but two 
months after the 
marriage. 
Seven 
years later he mairied Marie Hansen, 
the daughter of a German astronomer. 


Mr. Taylor's life was uot an idle one. 
He died in 1878 while minister to Ger- 
many, and was buried in his 
native 
city. 
Cedarhurst,

for him.self at Kennetf, is one of the 
most pretentious in th^t part of the 
state.
